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On p.767 he gives the sequence of cars in the motorcade. The 
Vice President8al car was fourth. 

He recalls seeing the clock atop the Book Depository Building 
just at the moment of the turn into ||ouston St reeat, and noticing 
the time was 12:30 p.m.

in terms of the Presidential followup car which Jilt followed by 
about two car lengths, Youngblood notes hearing the first explosion 
without being able to identify its character.
